Influential  in 
making  this  decision  was  the  ap- 
aroval  of  Tim  Daley  and  other 
members  of  the  Student 
Associations  when  they  listened 
to  the  professional  recording  of 
the  group. 

!  Currently  celeberating  their 
36th  anniversary  season,  the 
SINGING  HOOSIERS  of  the  In¬ 
diana  University  School  of  Music 
continue  to  charm  audiences 
with  their  concerts  of  American 
popular  songs,  sophisticated 


jazz,  and  choreographed  pro¬ 
duction  numbers.  They  have 
earned  rave  reviews  for  their  pro¬ 
fessionalism  and  brightly  staged 
presentations  in  twenty-six 
states  and  eighteen  foreign 
countries. 

The  group  is  a  polished  and 
diversified  one,  consisting  of  120 
male  and  female  vocalists  and 
instrumentalists.  They  tour  on  a 
rotating  basis,  about  fifty  ap¬ 
pearing  in  a  given  concert.  Re¬ 
cent  graduates  can  be  found  on 
Broadway  and  national  televi¬ 
sion,  in  professional  opera 
houses,  in  dinner  theaters  and 
night  clubs,  and  as  educators  in 
colleges  and  high  schools. 

Since  their  founding  in  1950, 
the  SINGING  HOOSIERS  have 
made  nine  overseas  tours  for  the 
USO  and  the  Department  of 
Defense,  traveling  to  Europe, 
Asia,  Greenland,  Canada,  and 
the  Caribbean.  They  have 
shared  the  stage  with  some  of 


the  world’s  top  entertainers,  in¬ 
cluding  Bob  Hope,  Petula  Clark, 
Duke  Ellington,  Pete  Fountain, 
Red  Buttons,  Alan  Sherman, 
and  the  Fifth  Dimension,  and 
Hoagy  Carmichael.

St.  Joseph’s  remembered  slain 
civil  rights  leader  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King,  Jr.,  by  proclaiming 
January  18  “I  have  a  dream” 
day. 

An  afternoon  Mass  in  Halleck 
Center  was  dedicated  to  King. 
His  famous  “I  have  a  dream” 
speech  was  played  in  the 
cafeteria  at  dinner  time.  At  night, 
a  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  cof- 
fehouse  showcased  student 
talent.  The  events  were  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Black  Student 
Union  and  Pax  Christi. 

About  twenty  people  attended 
the  coffeehouse  held  in  the 
Halleck  Center  snackbar.  Free 
refreshments  were  provided. 
The  program  opened  with  the  “I 
have  a  dream”  speech. 

Sherry  Rowland  performed  a 
graceful  modem  dance  to  “Sing  a 
New  Song.”  Matt  Hapke,  Mark 
Randall  and  Chris  Kleiser  played 
an  instrumental  piece  together 
on  the  saxophone,  piano  and 
electric  guitar,  respectively. 

“To  me,  Dr.  King  was  a  hero,” 
Hapke  said.  “Towards  the  end  of 
his  life  he  worked  for  the  Poor 
People’s  Party,  which  sought 
freedom  from  poverty  for  all 
races.” 

Matt  Rowlan  played  his  own 
song,  “Reflections,”  on  the 
piano.  He  followed  it  with  an  un¬ 
named  piece.

After  the  break,  Ben  Likens 
sang  and  played  on  the  guitar  a 
series  of  songs:  “Moderation 
Man,”  Girls  of  Our  Dreams,”  and 
“Wonderful  Tonight.”  He  then 
played  spirited  renditions  of 
“Bad  Moon  Rising,”  “Twist  and 
Shout,  and  “La  Bamba.”  During 
“La  Bamba,”  several  members  of 
the  audience  got  up  and  danced. 

“This  day  is  very  special,  par¬ 
ticularly  to  blacks,”  said  Dave 
Owens,  Economics  profesor  at 
St.  Joseph’s  College.  “Dr.  King’s 
work  in  the  ’50’s  and  ’60’s  was 
very  difficult  given  the  context  of 
the  times. 

“His  work  was  instrumental  in 
improving  the  conditions  in  the 
black  community.  Dr.  King 
wanted  to  be  remembered  for  his 
commitment. 

“We  still  need  to  work  on  the 
relationship  between  blacks  and 
whites.”

RENSSELAER  —  The  success  of 
this  year’s  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
Community  Days  may  spark  an  an¬ 
nual  event,  say  two  of  its  creators 

Bill  M anise alco,  of  St.  Joseph  Col¬ 
lege,  who  helped  put  the  idea  for  the 
two-day  event  together,  said  he  ap¬ 
preciates  the  support  of  the  com¬ 
munity  in  making  the  event  such  a 
successful  endeavor. 

“1  thought  it  was  wonderful,”  he 
said.  “The  students  enjoyed  it  and 
liked  meeting  new  people  in  one 
area.” 

Maniscalco  said  he  had  no  assess¬ 
ment  of  the  number  of  local 
townspeople  who  attended  the  event, 

but  said  the  turnout  was  good  for 
both  the  college  and  the  community. 

About  40  businesses  set  up  shop  in¬ 
side  the  Halleck  Center  to  sell  their 
wares  and  make  people  aware  of 

their  existence  in  the  area. 
Everything  from  banks  to  grocery 
stores  were  present  in  what  was  call¬ 
ed  a  “camival-like”  atmosphere. 


"I  know  the  faculty  also  attended 
and  they  thought  it  was  a  good  idea. 

They  said  It  gives  the  students 
something  to  do  (on  the  weekend),” 
Maniscalco  said. 

He  said  there  was  a  chance  of 
another  Community  Days  event  hap¬ 
pening  in  the  near  future  and  that 
they  are  working  with  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  on  it. 

“They  asked  for  October,  but  we’ll 
have  to  take  a  look  at  it,  since  there 
are  usually  a  lot  of  things  such  as 
football  games  going  on  that 

month,”  Maniscalco  said.  "It’s  a 
slower  time  for  us  in  January  and 
February  It  may  even  be  possible 

for  merchants  to  come  out  here  on  a 
weekly  basis  if  we  can  work  out  the 
details." 

Joe  Canaday,  president  of  the 
Retail  Merchants  Association,  who 
also  helped  put  the  event  together, 

said  he  thought  the  event  went  ex¬ 
tremely  well. 

“1  had  been  kind  of  anxious  about 


it,  but  it  turned  out  to  be  a  great  suc¬ 
cess,”  he  said.  “All  the  businesses 
who  participated  in  it  are  anxious  to 
do  another  one  next  year.” 

Canaday  said  all  the  effort  put  into 
getting  the  event  off  the  ground  was 
worthwhile  and  he  said  the 
businesses  would  agree  that  it  was 

worth  their  time  to  be  a  part  of  the 
event. 


“I  think  everyone  who  attended 
had  a  good  time,”  he  said.  “Satur¬ 
day  there  was  a  bigger  turnout  than^ 
there  was  Friday.  Especially  in  bet¬ 
ween  noon  and  2p.m.” 

Maniscalco  said  there  was  a  lot  ©6 
opportunity  for  growth  here. 

“All  we  have  to  do  is  sit  down  ancf 
think  about  it,”  he  said.
